Between lighting cigars, fellow Texas collector and 
dealer Thomas C. Bain purchased many of the 
notes Philpott had rescued. While Philpott had the 
connections, foresight, and means to save these 
rare notes, he lived in a time when the pressing of 
notes and the dipping of coins was a common, and 
generally not unacceptable, practice. Hence the 
Fr.831’s he saved, he pressed. While some of 
them, like this one, were rather nice to start with, 
and little or nothing needed to be done to them, 
many others came out “soft” or “fuzzy” in 
appearance. At least they still exist!

Military Payment Certificate 
Collector Reprints 


The following lots are modern privately made reprints of U.S. 
Military Payment Certificates. Permission was obtained from the U.S. 
Government to make these reprints, including whole notes, sheets, 
specimen books, and color separation prints. The full story can be 
found in the May, 2002 issue of the Bank Note Reporter. Sets (and 
some sheets) were sold to the public, but the following lots include the 
separations, specimen books, etc., and once these are sold they will 
not be available again except in the secondary collector market. 

The notes were made by Dr. Carlson Chambliss, a noted collector, 
author and specialist in the MPC area, and he advises that regardless 
of future demand no more will be printed, and there are no inventories 
being held back for investment or to satisfy future demand. 
Regardless of one’s feelings about reprints, the color fidelity on these 
notes is quite extraordinary, given their complexity, and the quality 
overall is excellent. Each of the fully printed notes bears the word 
COPY, to conform with laws regarding collector reprints. Many of 
these designs will never be within the reach of collectors of modest 
means, and this is a fine opportunity of allowing as many as possible 
to be exposed to the beautiful designs on these notes. 

For those who have not had the opportunity to examine it, Dr. 
Chambliss’ book U.S. Paper Money Guide and Handbook is a 
thoroughly enjoyable and informative reference from both the 
historical and numismatic standpoints, and covers all areas of 
American paper money.

Process color proofs in magenta, cyan (blue), yellow and black 
were prepared for all of the replicas. These resemble the progressive 
proofs that were printed for the real MPCs.

The history of this corporation, one of six set up 
before the Revolution, is as follows. In 1682, shortly 
after William Penn was granted the proprietorship of 
Pennsylvania by Charles Ii, Penn decided that in order 
to make his new property more profitable, it would be 
desirable to charter a company to promote its economic 
development. Accordingly, in March 1682, Penn 
chartered this company with a capital of 75,400. Each 
share was to cost 50 Pounds, and voting for directors 
was to be apportioned at a rate of one vote per share 
up to 100, after which those with 300 or more were to 
have no more than 83 votes (this limitation was to 
prevent speculators from gaining control of the 
corporation). It was also provided that the company 
would be domiciled in Philadelphia and not in Britain 
after the initial election of officers. This was done with a 
view of making sure that most of the shareholders 
would be living in Pennsylvania and would therefore be 
better able to keep an eye on the firm’s affairs. 

The stockholders were also empowered to elect 
three members of the Pennsylvania Assembly and to 
own the manor of Frank. With at least 5000 of stock 
taken by the middle of 1682, operations began with 
Nicholas More as President and James Claypoole as 
Treasurer. A parcel of 400 acres was bought in 
Philadelphia between the Delaware and Schuylkill 
Rivers. In addition, money was invested in a tannery, a 


grist mill, a saw-mill and a glass factory. 
Considerable paper profits were realized on 
the sale of imported goods. Unfortunately, 
the firm was laxly run by More, who was 
charged with favoritism and even 
embezzlement. He was compelled to resign 
in 1684, but by that time the corporate affairs 
were in serious disorder. Money had been 
lent to various parties who were unable or 
unwilling to repay what they owed on loans 
or purchased goods. Evidently, there was a 
considerable indisposition to resort to litigation to 
recover these funds so that far from promoting 
manufactures in Pennsylvania, the company became 
the mere operator of a landed estate. It was put into 
liquidation and the remaining assets distributed in early 
1721/1722. 

This piece is significant for several reasons. First, 
it is only the second piece to date that we have seen or 
heard of from this corporation. Second, only six 
business corporations, as noted earlier, received 
charters in America from 1675 to 1772. These included 
the New York Company “for settling a Fishery in these 
parts”; the Free Society (1682), the New London 
Society United for Trade and Commerce in Connecticut 
(1732), the Union Wharf Company of New Haven 
(1760), and the Proprietors of Boston Pier (“Long 
Wharf’) in 1772. The reason for this paucity of charters 
lay in the shortage of capital in the American colonies 
and in the scandals connected with the Massachusetts 
Silver and Land Banks in the early 1740s. Parliament, in 
reaction to the irregularities involved, proceeded to 
extend the so-called “Bubble Act” (passed after the 
South Seas Company Bubble scandal in 1720-1722 in 
Britain). 

This law prohibited the incorporation of any 
company on this side of the Atlantic without 
Parliamentary approval, which was obviously very 
difficult to get. This is a key piece for the collector of 
early American chartered corporations up to 1800. The 
consignor reports that only two certificates were found 
at a local auction in Pennsylvania. We offered the first 
certificate, in slightly better condition, in our March 2002 
Strasburg auction where it realized $39,600 including 
the buyer's premium.

Walt Disney (1901-1966) was trained as an 
artist at the Academy of Fine Arts in Chicago. He 
founded the Disney Brothers Studios in 1923. His 
first production in 1928 was Steamboat Willie (who 
became Mickey Mouse). His first movie Snow White 
appeared in 1937. In 1953, Walt Disney decided to 
build Disneyland, patterned after the Tivoli Gardens 
in Copenhagen. His brother Roy determined that 
the shareholders of the Disney Company would not 
want to back such a speculative venture. 

Walt then created a new corporation to build 
Disneyland, Walt Disney, Inc. He personally funded 
2/3 of Walt Disney, Inc. by borrowing on his life 
insurance and selling his vacation home in Palm 
Springs. He then sold 1/3 of Disney Inc. to ABC for 
$500,000 plus a loan guarantee of $4.5 million. 
ABC also got the TV rights to the Disneyland show, 
soon to be renamed the Mickey Mouse Club show. 
ABC later sold 1/3 of Disney, Inc. back to Walt. 
Shortly after opening Disneyland, Walt sold 
attractively priced shares to his family in one 1955 
capitalization. With the success of Disneyland, Walt 
Disney Inc. was merged into the Disney Company 
prior to its New York Stock Exchange listing in 
1957. 

According to Scott Winslow, there were only 
20 certificates in the original stock book. Nine were 
unissued, and six were signed by Disney as 
president. Walt Disney is probably the most 
recognizable name in American business history. 
He took a few dollars and a pencil, and turned them 
into one of America’s most successful corporations, 
entertaining millions of people around the world in 
the process. No great collection of American 
scripophily would be complete without this 
extraordinary certificate.

Walter Hagen (1892-1969) is best remembered 
as golf’s most flamboyant character. He was also 
responsible for the modernization of the sport. Hagen 
burst onto the scene in 1914, and went on to win four 
Opens, 2 US Opens and 5 US PGA Championships. He 
also played on the first five US teams in the biennial 
Ryder Cup. Hagen was the first golfer to earn more than 
a million dollars. He “never wanted to be a millionaire, 
just to live like one.” He was the first golfer to recognize 
the commercial opportunities of product endorsement. 
He was paid $500 per year for every club he carried, so 
instead of the regular 14 in his bag he carried 22. At the 
height of his popularity he charged considerable 
appearance fees for exhibition matches. As a 
professional, he charged $40 per session. 

Hagen also popularized sporting clothes on the 
golf course. While other players were wearing brown 
and grey suits, he came colorfully dressed wearing two-

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tone shoes. Despite the peculiarities of his character, 
there was a serious side to what he was doing. During 
his time professionals were considered the bottom rung 
of the golf pecking order, especially in Britain. Golf 
professionals were not allowed to use the facilities of 
the clubhouse and were often prohibited from using the 
front door. This mirrored a much wider division of men 
in a society based on class. 

As an American, Hagen would not stand for this. 
Once, to highlight the stupidity of the situation, Hagen 
hired a Roils Royce and a footman and set himself up 
outside the club entrance. He used the Rolls Royce as a 
changing room, because he was prohibited from 
entering the clubhouse. On another occasion, he 
refused to enter the clubhouse to accept prizes, 
because he had been refused entry earlier. No other 
golfer did more to embarrass the golf establishment into 
elevating professionals to the status which their talents 
deserved. Hagen’s success is a testament to his 
prowess as a golfer. He was not given to any 
preparation. As a player, his form was either superb or 
terrible. He was known as the master of the recovery 
shot. Hagen also used psychology in order to intimidate 
any weakness in his opponent. He would often gather 
opponents around to watch him sink difficult putts, and 
then let them know he was going to win the game. 
Hagen’s place in golf history is much larger than his 
record of wins. His character also brought to the game a 
spirit of fun, and he opened golf to a wider audience. 
Golfers everywhere are indebted to Hagen.

The main purpose of this French loan, floated by the Societe 
Francaise de Gerance de la Banque Industrielle de Chine, 
after the failure of the Banque Industrielle de Chine, was the 
reorganization of the French Boxer Indemnities. Additionally, 
the loan was to help Sino-French philanthropic and 
educational programs.

*End of Mail Bid Sale* 
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Bidding in mail bid auctions can sometimes be a real challenge, 
but mail bid auctions are real opportunities for collectors to 
acquire items that may be hard to obtain any other way. 
Experience has taught us ways to minimize frustrations, and 
maximize results, and we would like to share some of those 
ideas with you. Here are the questions we are asked most often 
and some of the suggestions we have made to bidders. We 
think they will save you time, money and heip you win lots you 
might otherwise miss. — 


M@ “/ can’t come to your office to view lots, 
but | want to know more about a particular 
lot before | bid on it.” 


Lots are available at the times and places posted in the front of 
the catalogue. We often bring lots to conventions, and there is 
no better way to learn about numismatics or scripophily than to - 
attend a convention, view auction lots, and talk to dealers and 
collectors. But if you can’t be there, here is how we can help you 
get a better idea of what you are bidding on: 


1) Call us, and we will be happy to have one of our experts 
describe any lot you ask about. 


2) We can arrange to copy most items and we will FAX or 
mail the copies to you at a nominal charge. 


3) If you have established credit with us we may be able to 
ship lots to you for direct viewing. 


Please realize that requests for phone assistance, for copies or 
for shipping lots directly to you must be arranged well in 
advance of the closing date of the sale. 


@ “/ have a limited budget and although 
there are many items | would like to bid 
on, | am afraid of exceeding my budget.” 

There is an easy way to solve this problem. It is called a “limit” 


bid sheet. Let’s look at an example. Mr. Smith collects 
Confederate notes and he sees that there are over thirty lots he 


would like to buy. His budget is $1,000, but the estimates on the ° 


thirty lots he likes add up to well over $5,000. If he bids on all 
thirty he might win them all and exceed his budget. To be safe, 
he bids on only ten, and he wins only one lot for a $100. Mr. 
smith is disappointed because he missed the chance to bid on 
all thirty lots. He could have bid safely on all thirty lots and 
increased his chances of improving his collection by 
submitting a “limit’”’ bid sheet. Here is how it works. 


Mr, Jones has the same collecting interests as Mr. Smith. He 
has the same $1,000 budget. Mr. Jones bids on all thirty lots 
he is interested in. He writes at the bottom of his bid sheet 
“Please limit my total bids to $1,000.” Every time Mr. Jones 
wins a lot we keep track of his total spending. When the total 
reaches $1,000 we will stop applying his bids. We did what he 
would have done had he been at a live auction. We spent only 
what he budgeted for. 


HOW TO GET THE BEST RESULTS WHEN BIDDING IN A MAIL BID SALE 





Mi “/ see that there are two similar lots in 
the sale. | want only one of them, not 
both of them.” 


This problem can be solved with an “OR” bid. Let’s assume 
that Lot #101 and Lot #102 are identical. You wish to bid $200 
on either one, but you don’t want both. Write the following on 
your bid sheet and you can accomplish your goal: 


“#101 OR #102 at $200” 


if you win Lot #101 we will cancel your bid on #102. 


“What if there are three similar lots and | only want one?’ 
“#101 OR #102 OR #103 at $200” will work perfectly. 


@ “When | don’t win a lot | often seem to 
loose it by just a few dollars. It almost 
looks as if someone knows what | am 
bidding and they bid a little more. 
What is going on?” 


Every auction house has its own way of closing a mail bid sale. 
Some houses will tell bidders exactly how much the highest bid 
is at any given moment right up until the end of the sale. We feel 
this is unfair, because anyone who is able to get through by 
phone near the end of the sale can top anyone else. If auctions 
are closed in this manner clients who are “friends of the house” 
have a distinct advantage and can top other bidders at the end. 
Those who bid early are at a disadvantage. To eliminate this 
problem we don’t give out information on what the highest 
bid is. We advise bidders to bid exactly as much as they are 
willing to spend on a lot, and where possible, if they win a lot we 
reduce their bids to an increment just above the next highest 
bidder (there are exceptions —please see the Terms of Sale). 


We think this method is fair to everyone involved, but it does 
result in bidders sometimes losing lots by $1, or $5 at times. If 
Mr. Jones bids $100 on an item and Mr. Smith bids $101, we 
have no choice but to award the lot to Mr. Smith for $101. 


i “] bid $30 on a lot that was estimated at 
$100 and | didn’t get the lot. Later, when | 
got the Prices Realized the lot was reported 
as unsold. Why didn’t | get the lot?” 


The Terms of Sale state that bids less than 60% of the estimate 
will not be accepted. As auctioneers, we have a responsibility to 
the consignors as well as the bidders. Any bid that is considered 
to be less than the “...regular market value...” of the item may 
be rejected by the auction house. Keep this in mind when 
making bids below the estimates given.
